NEW HOPE TO THE SILVER MEN. 


They Declare the Bill Win Go Through 


the Home Without Any Trouble—John 
I. Bulllvan Amuses HtBuelf on the 
Street* ot the Capital—The Wife of 
Pneldent Harrilon Ooei to Cape May 
for the Bummer Season. 
WABHISOTON CITY, June 10.—Th« poa- 


eible fate of the free coinage bill in the 
boose ist the chief topic. Free coinage 
was beaten in the house on a square vote 
when the bill was up before. There were 
twsnty Democrats in that body who have 
laid that they would not vote for it, but 
the members of that party are greatly 
dellghtled over the passage of the bill in 
the senate. It is very probable that no 
help will be got from them in the way 
of defeating the bill in the boose. It w*e 
supposed that Democrats, such aa Senator 
Blodgett of New Jersey, Gorman of Mary- 
land, and Payne of Ohio, would vote 
against free coinage, knowing that their 
states were opposed to it. But they all 
voted for'the bill in the senate, believing 
It good politics to do to. 


Would Hake No Difference. 


Mr. Gorman chuckled greatly over the 


passage of the bill, and is said to have re- 
marked that any Democrat would be a 
fool to aid in keeping the free coinage bill 
from going to the White House. So far 
as the Democrats were concerned, Mr. 
Gorman thought It would make no differ- 
ence whether the president signed the bill 
or not, as it was certain in either event to 
benefit the Democratic party. If the presi- 
dent vetoed it, he would have the Pacific 
coast states against him, this Democratic 
leader claimed, while if the president 
signed it, he would have the east against 
him. So, be thought, it was a piece of 
•harp politics for the Democrats to help 
pus the bill. 


IVhat Speaker Reed Think*. 


No doubt this will be the view taken un- 


der his advice by the Democrats in the 
house, which will make the defeat of the 
bill there difficult, unless the contingent 
of Republicans who have been supporting 
free coinage change their attitude on the 
question. 
Speeker Reed, however, said 


that he did not think the bill could get 
through the house. He thought there 
were enough 
Republican votes 
alone 


to defeat it. But the support of Mr. Cam- 
eron and other Republican senators, whose 
constituents were known to be against 
the measure, has given fresh hope to the 
•liver men, and they are declaring that 
the bill vrill go through the house without 
any trouble. 
Gen. A. J. Warner, of Ohio, is elated 


over tho prospects for the free coinage of 
sllYSf. He says the bill as passed by the 
senate is aa good a free coinage bill as any 
one can oak for and that it is now certain 
to come to a vote In the house. The mo- 
tion, In his opinion, will be to non concur. 
If that is voted down, he says, the speaker 
can hardly refuse to entertain a motion 
to concur aa it would be contrary to all 
parliamentary precedents of congress. In 
Mr. Warner's opinion the senate has 
proved itself to be closer in touch with 
popular sentiment than the house. 


•*! have no fear," Mr. Warner adds, 


"but that free silver is at hand. Four- 
flfths of the people of this country are 
united in favor of free silver." 


THE DAY IN CONGRESS. 


A Tilt In tbe Honi* Over the Silver Bill 


—Senate Work. 


WASHINGTOS CITY, June 18.—A great 


Interest was felt in the proceedings on 
the silver bill when the house met Thurs- 
day. The fact that the bill had been taken 
from the speaker's table and sent to the 
committee on coinage, weights and meas- 
ures was known to comparatively few 
members, having been kept a profound 
secret. 
The word was quietly passed 


among tbe members as they assembled, 
however, and as soon as the journal was 
read Mills was on hisfeet attempting to 
offer a resolution to correct the journal 
and bring back the bill from the commit- 
tee. McKlnley, however, moved the ap- 
proval of the journal, and to prevent de- 
bate demanded the previous question. 
Then ensued a lively time, sharp words 
being passed between the speaker and 
Mills, Springer and others. The roll-call 
was then continued and the vote on the 
previous question, on McKinley's motion 
to approve the Journal, was 102 yeas, 117 
nays, a decided victory for the silver men.

Just as the shifts of 
men were changing and while the place 
where the men hud beeu working through- 
out the night was for a few moments un- 
occupied, the, roof fell in with a crash. 
Hundreds of tons of stone and slate fell 
down, filling up the entry that two days 
labor has been spent in opening. The es 
cape of the workmen is miraculous. A 
new survey of the mine was made 
Wednesday night as far as it was possible 
to go. 


The Mine >i.;>pll<'il With Air. 


The engineer has not yet made his re- 


port of calculations. Ststements from 
men who were with him show that the 
rescuing party are much farther away 
from the entombed miners tuau was first 
thought. This repoit has cast additional 
gloom over the village. The mine is now- 
well supplied with air and if yet alive, as 
is hoped, and the meu can endure the 
pangb of hunger they will yet be saved. 
They are now since Monday noon without 
food or light. It is stated that it will re- 
quire two or three days' hard work to 
reach the place where it Is expected that 
the miners will bo found.

LABOR MATTERS IN DETROIT. 


A Complaint Filed Against the Members 


of the Strike Committee. 


DETBOIT, Mich., June 19.—The firm ol 


Vinten & Co. have filed a bill of complaint 
againt members of the strike committee 
in the circuit court. They ask that the 
court issue an injunction restraining the 
strike committee from attempting to get 
any non-union men to leave their employ 
or to harass or intimidate them, and from 
congregating

or 
urging 
strikers 
to 
congregate 


In the 
vicinity of their shop or any 


place where they may have work in prog- 
ress, and from in any way attempting to 
interfere with the business or employes of 
the firm. 


A Difference of Opinion. 


Judge Hosmcr granted the injunction. 


There Is considerable difference of opinion 
as to what effect It can or will have. The 
unions are not incorporated and the strike 
committee is not considered to be a legal 
representative of the various unions. The 
object of the injunction is to reach the 
strikers through their representatives, but 
as the committee are not legally their rep- 
resentatives it is considered doubtfullfthe 
injunction will have any effect. Judge 
Hosmer indorsed a proviso on the Injunc- 
tion providing that the defendants should 
not be restrained from peaceable argument 
to Induce any non-union men from unit- 
ing with the strikers to demand the scale 
adopted. The injunction will therefore 
simply restrain the committee from any 
violent or illegal methods, such SB fight- 
ing or intimidation, in attaining their 
ends.

They are so absurd that we on the fleet, 
who know the facts, rather laughed at 
them, but it scorns that the folko at home 
have been taking them seriously, and 
that's too bad. The fact that there is ab 
solutely no good foundation for the etorlef 
is sufficiently evidenced by the record ol 
court-martials and desertions. There have 
been only three general court-martiaU 
since the fleet sailed, and tbe severest pun 
ishment mulcted has been nine months 
Imprisonment. 
Where will you find 


ashore a community of 1,300 or 1,400 soul* 
that canrRhow as good a record* I nevei 
knew a cruise on which court-martiak 
were so few. 
Practically No Desertion*. 


"As for desertions, there has been proc 


tically none. Of course, it is inevitable 
that w»th so many men going ashore at ac 
many ports a man should once in a while 
drink too inucji and lose himself, or foi 
some other reason fail to get to the vessel 
before sailing time and so be left behind, 
but the whole fleet have lost only nine 01 
ten men In this way. That would be e 
small loss for a single vessel ordinarily. 
Both officers and men liked the cruise and 
thaw on the Yorktown were very sorry to 
have to part with the fleet, even though It 
brought them home sooner. It bos been, 
from start till now, what we call, sailor 
fashion, a happy cruUe, and it is a shame 
that the people at home have been fooled 
By a lot of rubbish about trouble aboard 
the fleot." 


Severe Lightning In Maine.

Misa 
Bomberger, of Lebanon, shoulder broken 
aud arm injured.
